As the chief town and business cen- 
tre of Northern Alberta it is fitting 
that Edmonton should assume the duty 
laid upon it by circumstances and un- 
dertake the establishment of a yearly 
fair here that shall be as representa- 
tive of the best that can be done in all 
departments of agricultureand indus- 
try in the Chinook Beli and the Saskai- 
chewan Valley, as the Toronto and 
Winnipeg industrials are of the pro- 
vinces of Ontario and Manitoba.

The Management of Farm Labor. 
Unquestionably there is nothing con- 
nected with the business of farming 
which gives us as much annoyance, or 
which is as difficult to get on a satis- 
factory basis as farm labor. There are 
various causes which tend to bring 
about this state of things, and. perhaps 
none more so than the unreasonable- 
ness of employers. Socialists tell .us 
that the world could produce enough 
for its needs if every man worked but 
half the number of hours that is now 
considered a working day; but unfor- 
tunately on ovr Canadian farms it 
seems necessary for tne farmer and his 
men to put in each day a solid day’s 
work ail the year around, and even 
then it is difficult to hold one’s own 
among the keen competition. In these 
days when the competition between 
capital and labor have become so tense 
tiat a little extra strain at any time 
may ‘bring about, the most_serious re- 
sults, it is a matter of no small im- 
portance for farmers to consider whe- 
ther something more cannot be done, 
to put the labor question, as it affects 
the farm, on a better basis. 
In an ideal condition of affairs, the 
employer would never ask or expect 
his men to do more work than was 
right or reasonable, and when hiring 
would in all cases he ready and willing 
to give a fair aud just remuneration 
for services to be performed, and would 
endeavor to carry out a system o? 
farming that would give employment 
to his men in the slack part of ihe 
year. The employed aiso would not 
take undue advantage of the employer 
because of a temporary scarity of lab- 
or; would never shirk his work, but 
would be faithful in doing his duty, 
whether his employer were with him 
or not, and would in all cases be ready 
to put forth an extra effort at a 
busy time. seh i | 
It is scarcely to be-expected, how- 
ever, that such an Utopian state of af- 
fairs will aver exist. while frail human 
nature remains as it is; but by the ex- 


much improved. In considering tke 
question of farm labor, as it effects the 
operations and profits of the farm, and 
the home life of the dwellers there, 
morally and socially, it will general- 
ly be found on large or moderately 
large farms, that the employment of 
married men “‘oarding themselves, is 
altogether preferable to boarding men 
in the house. Outside the question of 
profits, there is cbe all-important con- 
sideration of home life,—the home life 
cananot by any porsibility; be whic 
home life ought to be when che farm 
house is nothing better than a board- 
ing house. It is not too much to say 
that the future life of many a bright 
boy or girl in this country has been a 
failure through too litile attention 
having been paid to their yearning for 
home comforts. One of the first 
things to be aimed at in operaiing a 
farm in this way is to employ none but 
good men, and then to do everything in 
reason to make their lives comfortable. 
Farmers have no right, even if they 
have the power, to make their men 
work from early morning until late 
at night, and looked at from ro other 
standpoint than that of perscnal gain, 
it is a very decided mistake.  Inci- 
dentally it may not be amiss to say 
that the farmer ought to ask his sons 
to do what no reasonable man would 
expect his hired men to do, Many a 
good boy has been driven from home 
by that sort of treatment, 

Then again it is « matter of the first 
importance that the men serving shall 
ba well treated, Their houses if not 
large should at least be mads comfort- 
able. The gardens attached should be 
large enough to enable them to grow 
vegetables for their own use, but not 
so large as to take up too much of 
their time, and if a few, apples and 
small fruits can be grown on the 
ground, they would be more appreciat- 
ed than by those who can afford to buy 
them. A cow is almost a necessity to 
a family on the farm, and an arrange 
ment should be made to have it pas- 
tured, but on no account have it win- 
tered by the farmer. It is too severe a 
trial of human nature to allow, a hired 
man to feed his cow, from his employ 


er’s meal box, and is almost sure to 


cause trouble, = 

The faculty of getting on well with 
hired men on the farm is well worth 
cultivating. My own experience leads 
me to know that if you engage gaod 
men, there is little trouble in keeping 
them, if we, as employers, do our part. 
It is our duty to try to make them as 
comfortable as circumstances will per- 
permit. If we do so we may expect 
faithful service, and from good men 
we will get it. Let the rules be strict- 
ly laid down and adhered to, and on 
no consideration keep 2 man after his 
time is out, if he has at any time giv- 
en a word of impertinence. 

However owing to the conditions in 
which most farmers are placed, the 
langer pumber of farm hands are un- 
married men who are boarded in the 
house, and this is most likely the state 
of affairs that will continue for some 
time to come. It is a difficult ques- 
tion to deal with, and as far as_ both 
employer and employed 2re concerned 
it is a most unsatisfactory state, 
largely arising from the fact that in 
many sections there is comparatively 


will remain so, and no amount of philo- 
sophizing will put it right. The rapid 
extension ef winter dairying during the 
past few years has done a great deal 
to ensure steady employment the year 
round, but conditions are still unsatis- 
factory in many districts. 


In conclusion it may be, said that as 

@ Beneral thing the best men are the 
cheapest.

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WEATHER AND CROPS. 

The weather has changed for the bet- 
ter and it is to be hoped that the 
change will be permanent. Since the 
heavy rains of May, ‘which reached a 
climax in the dowapour of the 30th, 
the weather has been cool, cloudy and 
ehowery.. The rains were not heavy, 
but they were frequent. They did not 
make conditions, as to roids and crops, 
worse than they were before but they 
peevented them from improving. On 
Thursday afternoon, however, there 
was a change for the better. The 
whole condition of the aimosphere 
seemed to be reversed in a few hours. 
The earlier part cf the day had been 
‘raw, cloudy and showery, but in ‘the 
afternooa the sky cleared, the wind 
blew softly from the south and the 
country at once took on a different 
look. The promise of Thursday has 
been continued to the present, and 
prospects are now as bright as they 
were before discouraging. During 
the long continued wet there was a 
tendency to panic ou the part of the 
weak hearted ones. that ihe 
change has come and it is possible to 
look over the situation, ii is found that 


Now 


nothing is very much the worse. Al- 
though grain has not grown much 
during the past three weeks it had a 
good start and the danger of injury by 
great heat suddenly following exces- 
sive rain has been, averted by tice cool- 
news of the past two weeks. The land 
dried sufiicientiy during that timeso 
that heat coming row will not injure 
the grain except ou wet or very low 
lying 'and. Wherever the crop 
been covered by water no dowbt it is in- 
jured if not destroyed. But the pre- 
portion in iLat condition is very small. 
Although the district is not hilly it is 
sufficiently undulating to proiect the 
bulk of the crop against being cover- 
ed witit water. The principal damage 
G~ne has been in the case of weak seed, 
the weak plants from which could not 
stand the anfavorable conditions. This 
has made some of the crops then, ard 
should be one more strong reminder 
not to sow any but perfect seed. Nb 
doubt under favgrable conditions there 
is little difference between sound and 


has 


partially unsound seec, But the dil- 
ference ‘s very -great when growing 
condit‘ons are unfavorable. Wheat 


has stood better than oats and oats 
better than early sown barley. Late 
sown barley will be all right, and the 
acreage of barley is larger than usual. 
Any ground which was unsown when 
theheavy rains set in having been put 
in barley. Potatoes have suffered morc 
than grain. Those planted early in low 
ground hve frequently rotted, It is 
said on good authority that potatoes 
planted whole are much safer in either 
a wet or a dry season than these which 
have been cut for planting. It is noi 
too late i@ plant potatoes yet, and 
where the seed has missed this should 
be done. 

Roads are drying up but the mud 
holes remain and the creeks are stil] 
high. The ground which was dry for 
years has become campletely sonked, 
and the sloughs and creeks need not be 
looked for to dry up as in former years 
even with the coming of any weather. 
Improvements will be needed that 
were not thought of ic former years. 
But after afl the rain, although rot 
all jgood, has done more good than 
barm. The country had become very 
dry. So dry that surface water was be 
coming scarce, and the luxuriance o° 
vegetation, for which the district is 
noted, was becoming less marked. The 
renewal of moisture ensures a continu- 
ance of luxuriant growth, even during 
dry seasons, which to the stranger ar- 
riving im those ‘seasons seems unac- 
countable.

How it Looks to a South African. 

The Montreal Star publishes an ar- 

ticle on the sunject of the recent peace 
terms written by a South African loy- 
alist; , 
A South African’s views on the peace 
question while they differ from a Car- 
adian’s, cannot faii to be of interes:. 
A Canadian can only look at the sub- 
ject darkly, because from the very 
start of che South African trouble, 
that is since 1881, the whole politics of 
South Africa have been as a sealed book 
to the outside world. It happened to 
be that before the war there was less 
hatred between British and Boer South 
African than between Transvaal and 
Hollander, or Transvaal and Johannes- 
burger. They had a respect for each 
other. 

The writer had good opportunities of 
watching ihe [riciion between the 
Dopper and the Hollander, for he was 
on the stafi of the priacipal English 
paper in Pretoria and was a persona 
grata,with many oi the Dutch octicials. 
Commandant Smuts was then State at- 
torney, very young for the position (be- 
ing only just down from Cambridge, 
Eng.), but wesl able to hold the Boer 
Government up when it came a 
question oi Briton or Boer. Nor is his 
mind less keen than now. 

The terms of peace, how completely 
they shield every Transvaaler and Free 
State subject! And afier plunging 
Britain into a Lbousand million dcoJar 
wat, the Boer, the farmer warrior, the 
man who shot Britishers- with ihe 
white flag flying, is to be exempt from 
all -var taxation, and is to have his 
farm rebuilt and resiocked by a pounti- 
ful British public! His children will 
be taught Dutch; and his language will 
still be used in the courts if necessary. 
This will practically mean that a] 
summons and other notices will have 
to be printed ic both languages, for 
many of the older Boers, especialiy Dop- 
pers, although they can speak and un- 
derstand English, pretend noi io. 

This language question is a larger 
one than appears on the surface. De 
Taal, South African Dutch, is the lin- 
gua franca throughout the Transvaal, 
because the Boer in his opstinacy’ 
makes his native servants learn Duich, 
although every man in the veldt can 
think in. and speak most of the South 
African dialects. It is the language 
of the farming districts, and it is the 
only tongue which is used in wagon, 
driving. It is no exaggeration to say 
that peace is not secure in South A7- 
rica while the Dutch language coniin- 
ues to be the language of the veldt, and 
while the farming is confined to fam- 
ilies who mourn those who have died 
for volk en land. History repeais it- 
self and as in the past, so now, will ihe 
tde of immigration be .o Johannesburg 
and other large centres. The country- 
side will be Dutch, while the towns, 
troops, and police will be English spok- 
en. The language question is the 
greatest concession and a triumph for 
the Boer leaders. It means that the 
Boers will s‘ill live apart, even though 
a remnant of a peaple. 

People may now, belittle it, but 
wait !A child imhihbes its nailonal char- 
acter at its mother's breast; and so 
long as that is, and the Boers retain 
their quaint old world language, so 
long will the breach between Boer and 
Briton take to heal. 


When quietness has settled on the 
land once more, then and only then wll 
it be possible *o see the full working 
of the leaven of war. Many farms will 
be run by women, the men of the 
household being dead. 

This is a uecessity. The possession 
of arms by the Boers may be a menace 
to the peace, but in any case they would 
have them, legally on illegally, The 
lozs of prestige by the Boers in ihe eyes 
of the nations, were the former depriv- 
ed of their weapons, would be immeas- 
urable. In British South Africa a 
black is not allowed to possess a rille, 
and the selling of the same to him is 
a criminal offence, punishable by heavy 
fine and imprisonment. To put a Beer 
on that level would be a lowering of 
all whites in the eyes of the native, 
and no Sputh African would like to 
vee the only man who can rule niggers 
(i. e. the Boer) made to feel like one. 


Of course, before the war the Dutch 
were none sO Magnanimous as the Brit- 
ish are now. They were well content 
that the Britisher should carry no 
arms, and they provided the Matabele 
with rifles to fight the Chartered Com- 
pany in theic rising in 1896. 

The laying down of arms, etc.—Lei 
him who can, believe that the slim Boer 
will give in more than a part of them. 
All over the veldt are huge stores of 
munitions of war, hidden at various 
times. Their location is known to 
comparatively few, and, those who 
know will reckon they but copy the 
bible patriarchs when they consider- 
ately forget the arms now. 

Re-reading the terms of peace, one 
netes a startling omission. No men- 
tion is made ot the Kaffirs. In the 
first terms of peace, Art. X, Said; 
“No franchise to Kaffairs before rep- 
recentative government in the new col- 
onies. Afterwards a limited franchise 
so as to secure predominance of white

What does this silence mean? Is it 
the home government leaving to South 
African legislators the native question, 
or does it signify that some cut-and- 
dried scheme ‘has been already ar- 
ranged ?

nounced too scathingly? Are there a 
few other ‘by-sections which are beirg 
kept back until after the coronation? 
Are loyalists who lost their all in the 
war to be taxed in order that Brother 
Boer may continue to be pampered as 
the whole 
course of hostilities ? , 

British refugees have been allowed 
to starve and clean niggers’ boois, 
while Boer prisoners and the wives an‘ 
families of those in the field have been 
well cared for. Right from the siart 
the watchword has peen “Conciliate the 
Boers,” and to this end loyalists have 
had to stand aside to make place for 
those of whom the government were 
not sure. No wonder that South Af- 
Tica has appointed a day of humilia- 
tion . Om accoun* of the silence on 
many points, one cannot say more till 
South African papers come to hand. 
One thing is sure, and thai is, 
that the Boers have kept 2 yuarter of 
a million of men on the move for three 
years, and at the end surrender on 
practically their own terms, 

One turaos in vain to history te find 
a parallel to suck generosity. One can 
not write justice. No! Great Britain 
has apparently over!ooked the claims 
ot all South Africans, other than rebels 
and her enemies. 

Loyalists are clean forgotten, like the 
claims of the Cavaliers after the civil 
war was finished aud Charles II, was 
on the throne. 5; 

In the end, however, South Africa 
will work ou* its own governments in- 
dependent of Great Britain. 

South Africa, generaliy, will object 
if they are in any way taxed for the 
Transvaal war, for their losses in the 
causé of empire are heavy. They bled, 
while Enigland was slowly waking to 
the fact that the Boers could fight. 

At the end of hostilities it was ap- 
parently too late to consider those who 
had suffered so long ago. 

One hopes for the best, but it 
nvt look as though the end is yet.

cans, it should always be warmed up 
to new milk ‘heat before being fed. If 
it is fed cold or too hot it is apt toxpro- 
duse bloating and scours. When 
through careless feeding, Scouring is 
allowed to become chronic there is no 
remedy. When a calf is not doing weli 
break an egg into its milk; this acis as 
a tonic and adds strength to its ration. 


To supplement the loss of butter fat 
in milk, take for 12 calves over two 
month old, four cups of flax seed, put 
it into a common stove pot and fill 
up with water. Do this after dinner 
and allow it to simmer all afternoon 
andevening. Next morning boil smart- 
ly for about one half hour, stir in some 
wheat flour, until tbe mixture is about 
the consistency of thin porridge. A 
calf three months old will take a cup 
full of this flax seed tea porridge in its 
skim milk. The flour is used to coun- 
teract the loosening effects of the 
flax seed. Care must be used at first 
not to overfeed but to work up gradu- 
ally to what 1 have mentioned, with 
skim milk, flax seed tea, roots, chiop- 
ped oats and clover hay, and with 
comfortable warm pens kept clean and 
Well bedded. Calves can in this way be 
raised much more profitably in winter 
than in summer. When a separator is 
used it is best to skim the froth off 
the skimmed milk and not feed it to 
the young calves, especially those un- 
der three months. It hasa tendency to 
disturb the normal action of the stom- 
ach, and set up scours. Whenever a 
calf is scouring reduce the quantity of 
skim milk. Be careful to have the 
pail from which the calves are fed as 
clean as possible. With skim milk at 
the right temperature ted out of pails 
as clean as YOUF Milking pails, in not 
tov large quantities, and feed regular- 
ly, there will be but little trouble from 
calves scouring. 

In warm weather calves should be 
kept in during the day time, and turn- 
ed out in the evening. Thus they will 
avoid the hot sun and the flies. Whole 
or chopped oats should be fed. A mix- 
ture of whole and chopped oats, about 
a cupful twice 2 day for an ordinary 
sized calf on good pasture, will be suf- 
ficient. For fall feeding until the roots 
are harvested, there is nothing equal 
to green corm run through the cutting 
box and mixed with some chopped oats. 

The main point in calf feeding is to 
never allow, them to stop growing, and 
in the case of beef animals keep them 
in good flesh. In~feeding calves as in 
every system of feeding the extremes 
of over and under feeding are to be 
avoided. Continyous, regular, liberal 
feeding always brings the most. profit, 
and the best practical results.”

Returned to Regina, 
Regina Leader, June 19; 

Mr. A. L, Sifton, Commissioner of 
Public Works, returned to Regina 
last Friday evening. He had spent 
fen days in Northern, Central and 
Southern Alberta gathering injtovma:- 
tion of the exteni of the damage to 
roads and bridges Jone by recent floods 
and found that the damage was really 
enormous. Scores of -bridges, includ- 
ing many ot the larger siructures, 
were washed out, and roads particu- 
larly in Northern Alberta are in de- 
plorable shape. Mr. Sifton  staies 
that the bridges built by contract 
seemed to have fared worst, while 
practically all the bridges which ihe 
government has had constructed un- 
der direct superintendence have weaih- 
ered the strain. But in all cases the 
water was vastly higher than ever be- 
fore since settlement began, and high- 
er than the engineers ever estimaied 
for. To remedy the flood damages 
this spring throughout the Territories 
will entail an outlay, greater than 
the whole amount which the govern- 
ment has available for public works. 
The condition is exceedingly sericfus. 
and it is to be feared that Alberta 
has not yet passed the worst stage. 
The highest water asually comes late 
in June when the snows in the mount- 
ains thaw. Mr. Sifton spent all oi 
Saturday bard at work in his office, 
and on that evening took train for 
Ottawa where he ~ill place the facts 
before the federal government and press 
for an extraordinary money grant to 
meet the extraordinary conditions. 
Among the bridges washed away are 
two large Dominion Government brid- 
ges in Southern Alberta. Mr. Sifton 
hopes that, at the least, the govern” 
ment will agree to the immediate re- 
construction of these.

New Bridges for 
Macleod and Lethbridge 
Ottawa, June 18—Hen. A. L. sit- 
ton, Territorial commissioner of pub 
lic works, had an interview with Hon. 
J. Israel Tarte this morning in refer- 
ence to the “bridges at MacLeod and 
Lethbridge, which were destroyed by 
the floods last month. These bridges 
were built originally by the Dominion 
government seven years ago, and Mr. 
Tarte at once recognized the Import- 
ance of immediately replacing them by 
substantial structures and agreed to 
take the matter up at once so that the 
residents of these two towns can de- 
pend on having; thoroughly satisiac- 
ory bridges by the time the ice goes 
out next spring. . hs

It seems to me 
you ought to havel a clear understand- 
ing with them before incurring such a 
large expense as will be involved in 
building the ‘spur track in question.” 
After this letter was received Wn. 
Whyte, general superintendent of the 
western division, visited Edmonton, and 
and was interviewed, He made a cer- 
tain objections to the preposed spur 
as surveyed by Pigeon & Deggenforfer 
and suggested R. R. Bruce, as an ep- 
gineer having ‘the confidence of theC. 
P. R. to make another survey. Mr. 
Bruce was engaged by the town coun- 
cil and ran a line up the Mill Creek 
valley following the same royte but a 
different gradient from the line now 
constructed. The plan and profile of 
this survey was then sent to Sir Wil- 
liam ,Van Horne, and! the following an- 
Swer was received; 


“T have your letter of the 14th. As 
the company’s arrangement for the 
Working of the Calgary & Edmonton 
railway expires in July next year this 
company — agree to nothing in con- 
nection with your sed spur track 
beyond what it in g Bie tes 
a willingness to do, namely to receive 
and deliver freight at the lower end of 
the spur track. But it must be clearly 
understood that this compary will not 
undertake the maintenance of and re- 
pair of the spur track, nor can it un- 
dertake the expense of warehouses or 
other facilities in connection therewith. 
The extra expense of handling the 
freight traffic between the upper sta- 
tion and the flat is all that the com- 
pany could afford to undertake, but 
it is willing to dp that for the canven- 
ience of those qn. your side of the river 
who receive and ship freight. We 
could not undertake to run passenger 
trains down the hill, even temporar- 
ily, and therefore the spur liine would 
not require to xuppear on the time 
cards. Your fourth and fifth questions 
can only be dealt with by the Calgary 
& Edmonton company. 

“I judge from. the plan and profile 
sent me that Mr. Bruce’s line follows 
a creek most of the way down to the 
flat, and that it crosses this creek a 
great many times. Such a line, unless 
very expensively built, would probab- 
ly be a difficult one to operate, and we 
would therefore be very careful to stip- 
ulaite our handling of freight between 
the flat and the upper station should 
be dependent upon the spur line being 
contirwously maintained in good work- 
ing! order, and that our duty As to 
transportation should end ai the up- 
per station, for we would not take the 
risk of having to cart freight between 
the upper station aod the mill flat in 
the event of the interruption of the 
spur line, or take any risk of claims 
for damages growing out of such in- 
terruption, As we are to receive no 
additional compensation for the ad- 
ditional service performed, we cannot 
take the risk of even a misunderstand- 
in about the matter; and therefore I 
beg leave to repeat that the company 
will not undertake any risk whatever 
and that the only expense it will as- 
sume will be that of handling the 
freight to be shipped over the railway 
arriving by the railway, up and down 
the hill with its engines and cars.” 

Nothing could be clearer from Sir 
William Van Horne’s letters than that 
the C. P. R. company was prepared to 
handle all freight to and from the 
north side of the river over a spur 
track connecting the river flat with 
the C. & EK. railway line. Not only so 
but was prepared to handle it boih 
ways free of cost. It is true, that Sir 
Williang wes very, careful to sa-fe- 
giard his company as to possible inter- 
ruption of traffic and in case of ceas- 
ing to operate the C. & E. But the 


‘very fact of his being so particular 


on thiose two points emphasizes the fact 
of his willingness to operate. In full 
confidence as to the willingness ef the 
c. P. R. to accommodate the public, 
the peqple of Edmonton went on wiih 
their work of securing the desired ex. 
temsiany of railway. They put| up a 
total of some $30,000 in bridge bonus 
and railway ¢harter; the spur track 
is built, to the flat and across the 
bridge to the north side; its grades and 
style of construction are far superior 
to what was expected when Sir Wil- 
liam Van Horne wrote the ‘letters 
above quoted; it is in the hands of 
men fully responsible for all possible 
accidents, the C. P. R. still operates 
the Calgary & Edmonton line, and yet 
so far as is known they refuse to oper- 
ate the spur as Sir William Vian 
Horne very definitely and officially 
promised, although such ‘tperation 
would be so greatlly to the advantage 
of the district and add greatly to the 
traffic of the road.
